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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 



1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an Abstract of the Disclosure. 

In chemical patent abstracts for compounds or compositions, the general nature 
of the compound or composition should be given as well as its use, e.g., "The 
compounds are of the class of alkyl benzene sulfonyl ureas, useful as oral anti- 
diabetics." Exemplification of a species could be illustrative of members of the class. 
For processes, the type reaction, reagents and process conditions should be stated, 
generally illustrated by a single example unless variations are necessary. 

Complete revision of the content of the abstract is required on a separate sheet. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it should be a single 
paragraph. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The use of the trademark "VINNOL" has been noted in this application. It should 
be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

6. Claims 1-18 and 21are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

7. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

8. Regarding claims 2, 3, 5, 7, 9-12, and 15-18, the phrases "such as", "especially", 
and "particularly" render these claims indefinite because it is unclear whether the 
limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 

§ 2173.05(d). 

9. In claim 5, the presence of the word "type" as in "vinyl type" and "acrylic type" 
extends the scope of the referenced phrase so as to render the claim indefinite. 

10. Claims 19-20 provides for the use of a latex, but, since the claim does not set 
forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process 
applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use 
without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claims 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of 
a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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1 1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

For the record, the examiner has interpreted the claims to embody a method of 
Improving the mechanical strength of a insulation product by sizing with a size 
composition comprising a thermosetting resin and latex, an insulation product sized with 
thermosetting resin and latex and a size composition comprising a thermosetting resin 
and latex. 

13. Claims 1-18 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Graves 5,389,716. 

Graves teaches insulation products comprising mineral wool fiber mats having a 
binder composition applied thereto, said binder composition comprising a thermosetting 
resin and latex. See column 2, lines 36-42. In addition, Graves teaches that the 
thermosetting resin can be phenol (column 6, lines 6-10) and that the latex can be a 
vinyl copolymer such as vinyl acetate/vinyl chloride copolymer (column 7, lines 12-45). 
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It is the position that properties such as the glass transition temperature of the latex and 
rate of dissolution of the mineral wool are inherent. 
No claims are allowed.
